Cn Au¬ 
gust 7th„ in the Mar in Courthouse, 
B rot her McGlatn had successfully 
been able to get some of his wlt-

William Chrlstmas and Ruchell Ma- 
gee were cwo of them. 


When the Man-CbEld walked info 
the courtroom that day and dazzled 
everyore with justice, Ma gee, Mc-

rled to Thomas) and several jurors 
left with hin% In minutes the van 
they got into was lit up with the 
gunfire of San Quentin guarda and 

Jonathan Jack^ 
soa was murdered, then and cher®^ 
by the State of California; as were 
William ChrisEtnaa and James Mc¬ 
Claln; as was Judge Harold ITatey, 
Ruchell was critlcally wounded,Gary 
Thomas became an tnvalid.

Much has beensaid, in Progressive 
quarters, about the fascist nature of 
the United States priann system, It 
certalaly Is nn secret that the 
majority of individuele that com- 
priSÉ the bulk of America^ prison 
pupulatior; ‘"just happen” to be the 
most cppressed and rcprcssed seg¬ 
ment of the United States people - 
the Black and poor, the vktfms of 
American ‘‘democracy’ 1 . 

The negaUve conditiotis under 
which we are forced to live outsidc 
Of the ja lis are Virtual ly the ssame 
type of conditions to which we are 
subfected when we are tmprisoned 
by the mad racist dngft of the United 
States ruling class. 

"Ilie prisons of America are meent 
to contaln the oppressed, to serve 
as a vehitle to destroy the wit] to 


oppose the attemots of the power 
s truc (ure to how people r s heads in 
submiss ion to it, kb we ver. ways and 
means are constanüy bcing put into 
practice by Amsrica's content ratio n 
camp vicrims to resisr the fascist 
efforts of fhose who won ld keep na 
all slavcs. 


On Monday, July 24, 1972, over 
7536 of the rnostly Black prison pop- 
uiation of the Brooklyn (New York) 
House of Detention for Men banded 
together in a boycott of all court 
proccedings in Kings Gonnty (Brook¬ 
lyn) in protest of che wretched prison 
conditions under which chey are 
forced to exist» in other wonds, most 
House of Detention tnmates wiil not 
go to court just to face trials on 
trumped-up 1 'critninar' charges. 
The conditions wbich prompted the 


inmates to take such action arefam- 
iliar to atl of ug: The lack of ade¬ 
quate medteal care; the exploiration 
of labor; torture; brutaïtty and mur- 
der, 

In effect, the Brothers at the 
Brooklyn House of Detention servecl 
notice on the prison authorities that 
as long as the pigs choosc to con- 
done and perpetuate the miserable 
conditions at the prison, they p the 
inmates, wiil have no chuice but to 
refuae to pretend along with the 
State that going to court wiil bring 
them ju Stic e. 

Hie Rrothers have vowed to con¬ 
tinue the boycott until the necessqry 
steps are taken by the Brooklyn 
House of Detention authomies that 
wiil end the oppressive conditions 
fhere. Ihe victiniH in at least two 
other prisons in New York. Queens 
Elouse of Detention and Bronx House 
oi Detention, Eisve voiced their ap- 
pro val of the Brooklyn boycott, and 
are expeeted to toko slmllar actiona.

Inmaiea of the Brooklyn House of 
Detentlon drew up a ei vil act ion 
agatnst six racist Kings County Su¬ 
prème Courl judges. These sïx judges 
are ihe on es who would convict, or 
condone the convict ion of tbc inmates 
of the prison, while passi vely al- 
lowlng the Brothers eo suffer while 
awmting railroading, The Brothers 
dcmanded in their suil tb ar these 
judicial pigs be issued a temporary 
restraining order, preventing them 
from judging crimlnal cases in the 
hJew York Supreme Court, In additlon 
EO the civil action, the Brothers at 
Brooklyn House of Detention also is- 
sued a Mnnifesto, fully Qutlirdng the 
just reasons for theixcollectlve boy- 
cott of the Kings County judicial 
system, in which manifesto they 
scated: "We s the decained men of 
the Brooklyn House of Detention, 
feel that we are being tried un- 
juatly in that, we are not receiving 
due proteas of law.

This courageous stand of the in- 
mates, of course, met with hrurai 
prison repression. Many Brothers, 
parücipating in the boycoti havebeea 
transfer red. to ether Jatls; prison ■ 
guards have threarened others wiEh- 
heing physically forced to goto trial; 
and ± other boycotting prisouers have 
been irlcd in ahsentia, receiving pri- 
s on sentences without ever h av ing ap- 
peared In court. The Brooklyn House

In May, 1986, Walker held o second 
trial (föUowing the attornèy general 
Moss - now Justice — and their at- 
torney hoving filed tliegal documents 
in Ruchell* s name through the use 
of fenolen false transcript $ and having 
an odd reversal issved December, 
1964) and caused Ruchell to be il- 
legally convicted op: one lawyer Clay 
H, Jacke's false plm of not guilty 
by reason of insanüy.

For years they have supporced 
firat the Vlet Mtnti and then thé Na¬ 
tional Liberation Front, and they con- 
txol among other things much of the 
rice supply to the rest of South Vict- 
nam, In the eyes of the New Vork 
Times of April 22, a dark 

situatlon” was emerging in the Me- 
kong Delta as early as the third week 
of the offensive, adevelopmeni whleh 
the Times admitted had been "‘over- 
shadowed" by tbe sensational publi- 
city given to other battles. This very 
dark siiuation consisted of more than 
500 guerrilla attacks in iwo weeks, 
some of ïhem involving NL F bat- 
talions of 200 to 300 meel, with 
fightlng tafcing place wiihin 40 mtles 
Saigon (closer than An Loc), 
GhouTtg Thien Province, calledby the 
Times 'The hub of the LowerDelta", 
was vimially in NI,F hands* One 
montb later, on May 28-, the Times 
acknowiedged that 77 government 
ourposts had been taken over in 


Choung Thien alone and the pacif tes¬ 
tten program was destroyed. One 
American advisur descrlbcd the pro- 
vincc asa 'teavity'*, andanother said, 
,J We're Jusr gradually disappearing 
from sight down herc/' 

What had made this popular up- 
rising agalnsc the governmont out- 
posiEs and pacificatiën programs pos- 
sible was the offensive asawho!e,On 
April 6, the offensive had opened 
up north of the Delta i.n Binb Long 
Frovince (Military Zone 3), sweepmg 
cverythlng away in the north ern halF 
of the provinee, finally engaging the 
ARVN at the provincfal capita! of 
An Loc* Tlie 11,000 men ol the ARVN 
21 hc division wcre then pulled out of 
the Delta and rushed north as part of 
a relief force for An Loc. As rooti 
as the maln ARVN convent ional 
troops who had been occupy ing the 
Delta we re pinned down in that bnttte, 

the local guerrilla units tbroughout 
the Mekong Delta were able to un- 
leaah their wave of attacks againat 
güvernment outposis ibrougboüi the 
region, 

Meanwhlle the 2lat division, which 


had been rusbed from the Delta 
promptly, was hogged down and 
placed under stege on Hlghway 13, 
On April 23 the Times reported that ; 
Lhcy had vtrtually "ahandorted their 
effort/' given up and "moved into 
che rubber pkmiacions and fcre&ts 
nearby," 

An Loc soon hecame a battle of 1 
internationalLy symbolic misunder- 
stood importfimce* Like elites 
throughotit Indochïna betere it* An 
Loc was compietely deótroyed under 
the ram of American bomhs which, 
continued for weeks, inclnding onc 
day when 1700 tona of bombs werc 
dropped by B-52 T s in an effort to 
* c save J ' it, The American press 
seemed to want to compare North 
Vietnam's r, shelling*' of An Loc as 
equally destructive asthe B-32 raids* 
aRhoügh the cvidence is that the 
Shelling was directed at ARVN 
military enclaves inside the city and 
at the outsklrts, whiletbeö.S, homhs 
were nol only heavier bat Indiscrt- 
mtnate, The thousands of ARVN 
iroops ïnside the city itself were 
trapped in a bloody defensive pos i- 
tton white thuusands of other ARVN 
troops were equally trapped in the 
defense of useless posiTionson H.gh- 
way 13, The wave of guerrilla at¬ 
tacks, bypassing these fixed posi- 
[iüna, approached even the outer 
defense perimeter of Saigon itself 
with rock et attacks by early May. 

The baltic of An Loc* perhaps 
mt>re than any other in theoffensive s 
focuses on the prcblem of dealing 
wlth pet>pie's war from the posUion 
of the oppresor, from the standpoim 
of an army without significant pypular 
roots. The euntmdlction is desertbed 
by the guerrilla^ as that bet we en 
“ c oneen trating" and dispersing 
one's forces, Tl.e ARVN, like the 
U.S, army before them reltes tnalnly 
on arliUery and air power, not on 
politica! popularlty* This "etrenigüi" 
can only be used through the con- 
centration of mater lal power directed.

7. WE WANT AN IMMEDlATE END TO POLICE 
BRUTAL1TY AND MURDER OF BLACK PEOPLE, OTHBR 
PEOPLE OF CO LOR, ALL OPPRESSED PEOPLE INSiDE 
THE UNITED STATES. 

We believe that the raclet and fascist government 
of ihe United States usea its domestie enforceitient 
agencies to carry out its program of oppreasfon agaïnst 
Black people, other people of color and poor people

8, WE WANT AN IMMEDlATE END TO ALL WARS 
OF AGGRESSÏON. 

We believe thar ihe vartous conflicts which exlst 
aroutid the World stem dirccUy from the aggrcaslve 
desireA of the U.S. ruling circle and government to 
forco its domination upon thé opprcsaed people of the 
world. Wc believe that if the U.S. government or lts 
lsckcya do not cease these aggressive wars that it 
is the right of the people 10 defend rhamselves by any 
mcans n' j ccssary against the Ir aggressors. 


9, WE WANT F REE DOM FOR ALL BLACK AND POOR 
OPPRESSED PEOPLE NOW HEl.D IN U.S, FEDERAL, 
STATE, COUNTY, CITY AND MILITARY E ? RlSONS AND 
JAILS. WE WANT TRIALS BY A JURY OF PEERS FOR 
ALL PERSONS CHARGED W1TH SO-CALLfiD CRIMES 
UNDER THE LAW r S OF THIS COUNTRY. 

We believe that the many BEack and poor oppreased 
people now held in U.S. prisons and jails have not 
received fair and imparttal trials under a raclet and 
fascist judicial system and should ba free from incor- 
cerarion, 'We believe in the ultlmate eliminatian of all 
wretefiéd, inhuman penal institutione, becAUfi* themassen 
of men anti women Inprisoned iaside the United States ot 
bji' the U.S. military are the victims of oppressEvé ccn- 
ditions which are the real ceuse of the Ir imprisonment. 
Wé helieve that whcsi persons are brought co trial 
that they must be guaranieed, b>' the United States, 
juries of their |>eers, auorneys of their choice and 
freedom from imprisonment white aw«icing trials. 


10. WE WANT LAND, BREAD, HOUStNÜ, EDUCATION, 
CLOTHLNG, JUSTÏCE, PBACE AND PEOPLE'S CQMMU- 
NITY CONTRUL OF MODERN TECHNOLOGY* 

When, En the course of human events, it becomes 
neeessar>' for one people to dlssolve the poiitical bands 
whtch have comected them wlth another, and to assume, 
among the powers of the oarth, the separate and equal 
station to which the laws of nature and nature'sGod 
entitie them, a decent respect co the opinions of mankind 
requires that they should declare the causes which impel 
them to the separacion, 

We held these truihs to be self-evldent, that all men 
are created equsl; that they are endowed by their 
Creator with certain tmalïenable rights; that among 
these are life, liberiy, and tho pursuii of happiness. 
Thai, to secure these rights, govemraents are insUïuted 
among meti, derlving thalr ]p9i powera from th* consent 

of the govtrned; that, whenever any form of government 
beoomes deetructive of these ends. it is the right of 
the people to alter nr to aholish ic, and to insTiruté a' 
new government, laying its foundation on such prin- 
ciples, and organizing lts powers in such form, as to 
them shali seem most lïkely to effect their safety and. 
happiness, Prudence, ïndeed, wilI dictate that governmentfi 
long estalïlished should non be changed for Ughi and 
cranslent causes; and, accordingly. all experience haih 
shovm that mankind are more dtspnsed to suffer, whüe 
eviïs are sufferable, ihm» ïight themselves by abolishlng 
the forms to which they are accLu'siomed. But, when 
a long train of abuses and u su rpatio rih, pursuing invori- 
ably the aame object, evinces a design to reduce them 
under absolute despoiism, ii ia their right, Lt is their 
ducy, to throw off such government, and to provide 
new guards for their future security.
